Should the currency of, the Bri- | 
tiskrilofar be established, silver. will. be. sent 
to Hongkong, from all parts of the world. ; 
Now how will this silver be dealt.with by the | 
parties who receive i? " 
In the first place it willbe xent to the} 
Mint and assayed in its rotation. A certifi- 
cate of its purity, weight, and value will be 
given on a-printed- form, which should. be- 
come ft negociable instrument at any of the 
Banke It must not be supposed, that each 
party taking silver to the Mint will receive 
dollars made of the very silver which he may 
take—not at all, ‘The process’ of mintinz: 
must be condueted steadily and regularly. The 
assaving of all niotal tu test its-value, is-but a 
small portion of the functions of the wint.. ‘The 
pure silver has to be mixed with the requisite 
quantity pnd quality of alloy, and then rolled 
into’plates, which have.to becut;by. the taps and 
dies. The pieces ent off have to-be melted 
along’ with more silver containing the requi- 
site alloy. In Tuondon a cheque is generally 
given for the nett value of metal sent to the 
tuint after the assay is ascertained. 
The Banks here must therefore be in con- 
stant. communication. with the Mint—the 
bly manage through the 
¢ reader. then foney the 
trouble, annoyance, loss.of time. and risk -in 
sending treasure to the. Mint in Causeway 
bay, and“in. waiting to ‘send the returns up

The steamer Undine reached the Pagoda 
anchorage Foochow on Wednesday, the 16th 
instaut at 5 pa, The following morning, 
Thursday, the vessel was duly: éntered at the 
Custom House, and that same night lighters 
arrived alongside to convey the cargo to: Foo- 
chow. The following morning, Friday, the 
discharge commenced, and was completed the 
same day about 3 por. The next morning at 
10 v’clock, Saturday the 19tb, the whole of 
the curgo was alongside the Custom house at 
Foochow ; after the outturn -was found to 
agree with the manifest, which had. been fur- 
nished on arrival, the grand chop was applied 
for. It was refused on the plea-thiat a small 
lot of Sandalsyoud Lad not been weighied. 

Now this pretext was a bad one; for hither- 
to, in tle first place, such goods had been pas- 
sel without weighing, provided there was no 
reason to suspect fraud; and “in the recond: 
place, as,the Custom House officers had pos- 
session Of the Sandalwood,’ there “ was. no 


being weighed. - - 

However the wood was weighed with all 
speed, and the Grand Chop. again applied for. 
The second pretext for its refusn! was the al- 
legation that 26 taels (uty was still due on 
the entire cargo, which being in the possession 
of the Customs officers could surely have been 
detained for its own: liability. The 26 taels 
being puid by the agents of the ship, the pre 
text next alleged for the refusal of the Grand 
Chop, was that it was past office hours. 

‘The matter then hecame serious, and it 
would appear that the agent of the vessel ob- 
tained an interview with the Baron de Meri- 
tens, who either promised, or led the agent to 
expect, as a apectal favor tbe surrender of the 
Grand Chop the following day, Sunday. ‘The 
pretext for denying this favor was that some 
of the duties were still. unpaid, the amount 
whereof was subsequently ascertained to be 
2 mace some odd candsreens. 

On Monday the 21st instant no more pre- 
texts for delay appearing desirable, the Grand 
chop was'granted and the Undine left Foo- 
chow. So.that in plain English, she was de- 
tained from Wednesday until Monday for the 
purpose of doing that which the Canton stea- 
mers do between from three to four o’cluck 
in the atternvon until eight or nine the follow- 
iug morning. - 

These obstructions were palpably, we think 
we may say oxtensibly, thrown in the’ way, 
solely because the agent of the Undine refused 
to pass the cargo through Baron de Merite: 
bonded sheds—for, when ihe pretext of weigh- 
ing the Sandalwood was thrown in the way, 
the obstructive mercenury in charge: stated 
that “the steamer Carthage bad made use 
“of the bonded sheds, and had been allowed to 
“clear atonce,” or words to that precise tenor 
atid effect—unmistakeably implying, that if

reason to detain the steamer whilst it was

‘We repeat there 
js neither wharf lighter, nor sccurity.” We 
have geod reason to-believe, shonld any pro- 
-perty- of valué be landed in'the sheds, that is 
stands‘ good chance of ‘being carried off by 
gang robbers, and wd are perfectly convinced 
that the whole aflair:is a mere job. 

It.is most abeurd that’ steamers plying 
hence toSwatow, Amoy, and Fogchow, shoul 
be compelled to go through all the forms and 
tronble of entering and.cleaving ‘at each and 
every place;- each and: every time they visit 
or leave it, whilst steamers ‘hence to Canton 
should be able to make daily trips. without 
clearing at all. Where’ on eurth is the dif 
ference? The fact is simply this, that Messrs 
Russell & Co. being deeply interested in the 
steam communication. with Canton, had suf- 
ficient iniluence to-prevent its destruction by 
the iispracticable obstructiveness of either 
Mandarin or mercenary: .The subject isa 
very important one,. and we think should en- 
gage the attention of the Chamber of Com-~- 
merce,
